The second biggest job just 
ahead of back yard gardeners is 
to attend the New England 
Spring Flower Show to be held 
in Boston’s Mechanics Building, 
vpening March 16 for the reat of 
the week. 

I say the second biggest thing 
because I think you'll agree that 
our war efforts come’ first.
